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An Important Announcement 


T the stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers, held at the Bible House, New 
York, on April 5, 1928, the Reverend William 
Ingraham Haven, D.D., LL.D., who has been 
for more than twenty-nine years a General Sec- 
retary of the Society, presented a request that 
he be relieved of the extended responsibilities 
of a General Secretary, and permitted to give 
his time more fully to the Society’s work in the 
preparation of new versions and of revisions 
of the translations of the Scriptures in the 
many languages in which the Society is at 
work. 

The Board of Managers very regretfully, 
and in a resolution expressing their profound 
appreciation of the devoted and eminent serv- 
ices which Dr. Haven has rendered to the 
Society, granted his request. The Board then 
elected Dr. Haven as General Secretary in 
charge of Versions. This appointment will en- 
able the Society to place increased emphasis 
upon this important and scholarly part of its 
work, Dr. Haven will also continue the super- 
vision of some of the Foreign Agencies of the 
Society and of its correspondence with foreign 
lands where the Society does not have Agencies. 

In this period of nearly thirty years, 
Dr. Haven has seen the annual issues of the So- 
ciety grow from 1,406,000 copies, in 1899, to 
more than ten millions. When he came, the 
work in the United States was carried on en- 
tirely through District Superintendents, who 
supervised the work of colporteurs and who as- 
sisted in stimulating the local work of many 
hundreds of its Auxiliaries. The place of the 
District Superintendents and the Auxiliaries 
has now been taken almost entirely by the ten 
Home Agencies of the Society. In 1899 the 
Society had twelve Foreign Agencies as it has 
now, but in many instances the territory has 
been adjusted, the location of Agency head- 
quarters has been changed, and new ranges of 
territory occupied in the constant effort both 
to supply established missions and to open up 
new areas by the pioneering of adventurous 
colporteurs. 

The income of the first full year in which 
Dr. Haven served the Society was a little less 
than $465,000. The income for 1927 cannot 
yet fully be stated pending the receipt of full 
reports from some of the Foreign Agencies, 
but the amount will approximate $1,300,000. 

In all these changes and in the selection of 
the personnel of the Agents of the Society and 
its other officers, Dr. Haven has had a very 
great and, most often, the chief part.

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A Conference at the Bible House 


N March 6th and 7th an interesting con- 
ference of the Agency among the Colored 
People in the United States was held at the 
Bible House with the officers of the Society. 
There were present Dr. J. P. Wragg, who has 
been Secretary of the Agency among the Col- 
ored People from its beginning in 1901, this 
having been the first of the Home Agencies to 
be founded; the Rev. H. W. B. Wilson, D.D., 
of the Atlanta sub-Agency; the Rev. D. H. 
Sansom, Jr., of the Charlotte sub-Agency ; the 
Rev. S. A. Lucas, of the Cleveland sub-Agency ; 


and the Rev. M. L. Vaughters, of the Houston 


sub-Agency. Readers of the Recorp will re- 
member the extensive distribution of Gospels 
in the refugee camps in the Mississippi Valley 
last summer by these sub-Agency Secretaries. 
Secretaries Haven, North and Chamberlain, 
Treasurer Darlington and the Rey. C. A. Mc- 
Alpine, of the Ways and Means Department, 
also shared in the conference. 

The conference went thoroughly into the 


-matters of distribution of Scriptures among the 


colored ,people. Note was taken of recent 
movements northward into industrial cities, 
which give a new type of problem to be met, 
together with an indication, in some parts of 
the South, of return to the farm.

The Hon. Chauncey M. Depew on the 
Bible 


HE recent death of Dr. Depew has called 

forth many well-deserved tributes. He 

took such joy in bringing joy to others, and 

was so altogether delightful in his attitude to- 

ward life and others, that too much cannot be 
said about him. 

An officer of our Society, having occasion to 
meet him a few years ago, was immediately 
greeted with reminiscenses of Dr. Depew’s con- 
tacts wth the work of the Society, among which 
was the fact that Dr. Depew’s first public ad- 
dress, after graduation from Yale, was on the 
Bible, at the annual meeting of the Westchester 
County Bible Society. 

Dr. Depew was not only a lifelong friend of 


_ the Bible, but also a lifelong user of the Bible. 


A statement of his attitude toward the Bible 
was contained in an Associated Press dispatch 
of February 12, 1927, from Savannah, Georgia, 


as follows: 


Chauncey M. Depew, commenting today on 
Thomas A. Edison’s views on immortality as ex- 
pressed yesterday, said: “I am more firmly anchored 
to the Bible than ever before, and believe implicitly 
in its teachings and the God it portrays. I have 


Particular attention was given to the man- 
ner of relationship of the Society to the colored 
denominations.

The conference brought out useful informa- 
tion, and was distinctly profitable.

An Ambassador on the Law 


T a recent dinner of The Pilgrims of the 

United States, celebrating the twenty- 

fifth anniversary of its founding, Hon. James 

R. Sheffield, formerly Ambassador to Mexico, 

referring to the pilgrimage from Egypt and 
the pilgrimage on the Mayflower, said: 

The Ark of the Covenant became the Mayflower 
compact, and the Ten Commandments written on 
tables of stone, which governed the tribes of Israel, 
were built unchanged into the foundation of the Puri- 
tan Commonwealth. * * 

I have sometimes wondered, if the two tables of 
stone which one man could bring down a mountainside 
contained enough law for Moses and for God, why 
we pilgrims of this modern world need the mountain 
of statutes which we have erected, which no lawyer 
can interpret and no layman can observe. 

You cannot change human nature by statute. Some 
men are too apt to barter their individual liberties in 
order to have the supreme pleasure of controlling 
their neighbors’ conduct. If we wiped out that moun- 
tain of statutes and simply reaffirmed the Ten Com- 
mandments and the Sermon on the Mount, would not 
our morals and our liberties be safeguarded, and hap- 
piness, tolerance, and freedom for all men be fully 
secured ? 
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Workers and Work in the Agency among 
the Colored People in the United States

of Atlanta, Georgia, tells us that he has 
made an earnest effort to reach as many of the 
young people in his area as possible. He has

reached some of them through the public 
schools. In some of the Sunday schools Bibles 
have been given as prizes to interest the 
young in making a special search of the Scrip- 
tures. 

In the Griffin district of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, they have several hundred 
girls and boys being trained along the line of 
thrift, industry, morality, and Christian think- 
ing. Mr. Wilson reports: “Among these young 
people we were able to place several hundreds 
of our portions, and had them join in reading 
circles studying the Gospels. We offered them 
two nice Bibles—one to the girl who brought 
in the best essay on Ruth, and one to the boy 
who brought in the best on Joseph. It was 
a pleasant surprise to see how many very in- 
teresting papers were sent in. This district, 
for the most part, is in a farming section of 
the country. Here you will find the pure- 
hearted country youth, living next to nature, 
who has not become contaminated by the evil 
ways of the city, but is trying to find life’s 
real path to higher things.” 

Sub-Agency Secretary Sansom, of Char- 
lotte, N. C., tells us many experiences that he 
and his men have had during the year. One 
of his workers visited a home where the youns 
mother was found sick upon a couch, When 


she saw the Psalms in our Great Primer type, 
she grasped it eagerly and said, “I want that.” 
Her husband got it for her. On the next trip 
the woman was up and desired to exchange 
the Psalms for a large-type New Testament; 
but she said, “We have no money. My 
husband works for one dollar per day, and we 
have four children to take care of; but, if 
you will trust me, I will pay for it as soon as. 
I can.” The little boy spoke, saying, “There 
ain’t a Bible in this house.” The Testament 
was left with a prayer to God that he might 
be glorified through his Word. 

Of his work Mr. Sansom reports: “In @ 
part of my area where whiskey and a wild life 
seemed to reign supreme, a few Christian 
people organized a Bible Study Class, and 
made a call on the Charlotte sub-Agency 
Bible depository for aid. The call was heard 
and help granted. Today a mission church is 
organized and the morals of the community 
have been wonderfully improved. 

“At a sawmill camp there were sold to the 
men several Bibles, which they carried home 
to their families. On the second visit of the 


colporteur, one wife said, ‘I think my husband

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A few resolute Christians managed to ger 
the better ear of the owner of a dance-hall in 
a certain town in Tennessee. They began 
Bible reading and prayer services. Today 
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_ there is an established mission church, to the 
glory of God. They called upon us for Bibles, 


and we aided them. 

Sub-Agency Secretary Lucas, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, gave out that he was going to have a 
Bible rally, and he wished the people to turn 
out in great numbers. They could not under- 
stand; but at the appointed time a talk was 


_ given, ending with a plea to the people to 


place Bibles in the pews of the church. In 
this rally 65 Bibles were placed in these pews. 


_He was invited back again. 


Mr. Lucas writes: “We have organized in 
our area a number of classes in Bible reading. 


_ Through these, a missionary spirit of giving a 
Gospel a day has entered the hearts of these 
people. This method is winning its way, ‘Buy 


one for yourself, read and give to another.’ 
“Amid the yells and shouts of both old and 

young as they watched the Christian En- 

deavor Convention parade in Cleveland, as 


it moved triumphantly along, was seen the 
float of the American Bible Society, with work- 


ers distributing the blessed Word of God to the 
bystanders, as they received a nod and a smile 
of appreciation from them.” 

Sub-Agency Secretary Vaughters, of Hous- 


_ ton, Texas, reports: “We received a letter from 


a lady in Texas, saying: ‘We have few churches 


_ here, and the spiritual life of the people is at a 


low ebb. I understand that your institution 
gives away Bibles to people who are in very 
destitute condition.

“A worker found a family, who had been 
married long enough to have grown children, 


“but had never owned a Bible. They said they 
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knew that they needed one, but never knew 
just where to get it and were glad to have one.” 

“We have a faithful worker,” writes Mr. 
Vaughters, “who has been hurt in street-car 
wrecks twice, but she loves to scatter the Word 
of God. It is on her heart. She lay upon her 
sick bed for weeks, and through her telephone 
took orders and filled them. She said, ‘I wish 
to do all that I can to better the lives of my 
people.’ 

“I was questioned at the parcel-post win- 
dow about sending out so many little packages. 
The clerk said, ‘I see you bringing these here 
nearly every day.’ I told him they were copies 
of the Scriptures which the American Bible 
Society sends out all over the country for the 
people to read. He asked again, ‘Do the people 
read them?’ I quickly replied, ‘All of them do 
not. Many of them do. It is with the Bible 
as it is with everything else. All the good 
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provided by those who do good is never appre- 
ciated by those for whom the good is intended ; 
but enough is appropriated to justify the con- 
tinuation of the good work.’ ‘Yes,’ he replied, 
thoughtfully, ‘the Bible is the best thing I know 
of; it tells of a better life, and surely there is 
a better one than this somewhere.’ ” 

Without the ministers we could not go very 
far in interesting the people in reading the 
Scriptures. Many of these men of God are 
locking arms with us, to see that the people of 
America have the Book. Their voices are heard 
from the several fields in praise for the work 
the Society is doing; and to prove this, they 
are helping us to enter their churches. 

Many of our bishops are members of the 
American Bible Society, and they are standing 
by the work. They are with us in every way, 
and we hope in the near future every bishop 
of our churches shall have his name on the roll.

During the month of De- 
cember, “The Society of 
Believers of the Blind,” in 
Tokyo, obtained 1,000 
copies Braille-typed Scrip- 
tures from this Agency and 
distributed them in thirty- 
five schools for the blind.

As the books were handed out, 
the teacher made the following remark : “These 
books contain the ethical principles of foreign 
countries.” A pertinent statement! Take 
notice! One of the students wrote later: “In 
receiving those books, we felt as if we came in 
touch with a noble personality. Our sincere 
desire is that, through them, even a little of the 
darkness of our hearts may be dispelled.” Al- 
together the Japan Agency supplied 1,775 vol- 
umes of Scripture in Japanese Braille in 1927.

One missionary reports: “Recently I was in 
the prison here, in Akita. We have the hard- 
ened criminals from all over Japan—men who 
have been in prison several times and who are 
now serving long sentences. I meet them one 
at a time, but not alone. The Buddhist priest 
and an officer of the prison are present. Each 
prisoner brings his Bible to the conference. 
They can have no other book in their posses- 
sion; not even a commentary is available, ex- 
cepting in the prison library. They may take 
only the Bible to their cold lonely cells. I am 
allowed to teach them for only thirty minutes 
once a month. They are anxious not to waste 
one word or one second. They speak out clear 
and strong as they read the Bible. 

“The other day, when I asked the first man 
I met when he received the Bible, he replied 
that he had received the New Testament at the 
time of the birth of the Princess Teru—the 
first-born child of the present Emperor. He 
was ready to give details without further ques- 
tion. ‘It came from the American Bible Soci- 
ety. The Secretary is Mr: Aurell. It is the 
very word of life to us lonely men.’ 

This letter came from a Japanese patient in 
a hospital : 


“Too Good to Enjoy Alone” 


“The Bible gives me more comfort than 
any other religious book. It is my strong, 
strong, friend. Not only in times of lone- 
liness and sorrow, but when all is pleasure 
as well, the Bible is my true companion. Beau- 
tiful flowers and the singing of birds, and the 
rays from the warm sun are not sufficient to 
relieve and heal my heart. Mother’s gentle 
words and sister’s kind nursing cannot even 
remove a little of the desolate feelings of my 
heart. At such times I have found that only 
the reading of the Bible has given me consola- 
tion. Sometimes hemorrhages and high fever 
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have ravaged my body so terribly that in one 
night I would become completely helpless trom 
weakness, and intense grief would plunge me 
into utter despair, and I would cry out: ‘What 
a miserable being I am! Among the unfortu- 
nate I am the most miserable.’ Then the Bible 
would teach me of the love of God, in words 
like this: ‘My grace is sufficient for you, my 
strength is revealed in weakness.’ ; 
“Oh, the sweetness of those words! I felt 
they were too good for me only to enjoy. 
Could I not in some way impart these words to 
my weak brethren? Immediately I was en-

abled to quote them to many of the suffering 
folks in my section. The happy result is that 
seven of them have requested me to order at 
once the following books. * * * Iam send- 
ing the money by post office money order.” 


History would seem to be repeating itself, if 
the message printed in the Bronx Home News, 
of April 12, from Bedworth, England, is cor- 
rect. Centuries ago, a single Bible was chained 
in the church, because Bibles were so rare and 
expensive that they had to be thus preserved 
for general use. Now the report from Bed- 
worth is, “The Bibles in the Congregational 
Chapel have been chained to the pews to pre- 
vent their theft.”

Individuals at Work

IBLE distribution, when the mind and 
heart take hold of it, becomes a passion 
for a vital and real service, rendered for the 
purpose of helping humanity. A group of 


~ young ladies, in this area, conceived the idea 


of giving Gospels to foreigners. They pur- 
chase these little books in the appropriate 


languages and distribute them in the Master’s 


name, realizing great blessings in this type of 
work. A good lady distributes the Psalms in 
She wrote us, saying: 


I delight in using them freely, as I feel guided 
I now hope to send out 
a copy to each of the denominations for their 
old ladies’ homes, and one or two more, if they 


wish them. Therefore, do not be surprised if 
_ I should quite soon order some more; and also 


some of the Gospel of St. John. I hope you 


will always have some on hand. I receive word , 


from many to whom I send them, telling how 
pleased they are. I receive great blessing 
A lawyer here gives away 
copies of Scripture, week by week, and the 
value of this work, he thinks, is incalculable. 

After hearing a sermon on the subject of 
distributing the Scriptures, a young man en- 
gaged in mercantile business placed some por- 


_tions in his pocket, with the idea of casually 


handing them ‘out here and there while travel- 


‘ing from place to place, transacting business. 


He passed through a market place. There he 


- handed a butcher a copy of the Gospel of John. 
The next week, he stopped by the stall in the 


market again. Then the butcher said to him: 
“That is the finest book I have ever read. Are 
there any more books like it?’ “Yes,” said 
the young man, “there is the Bible, which con- 
tains sixty-six books.” The butcher said, 
“Can you get me a Bible?” The young man 
came to us, and we helped him to select a Bible 
for his Bohemian butcher. The butcher was 
anxious to procure for himself a Bible well 
bound, large type, and gladly paid the cost 
price of this book, which he has since appraised 
as the best of his possessions. The young man 
is still finding blessings for himself and others 
in distributing the Scriptures. 

One would not think that a man with a 
handicap could get far in the business of dis- 
tributing the Scriptures. In this area, how- 
ever, there is a man disabled who has found 
a way. He has only one arm, the left one, two 
fingers, and but a piece of another arm. He 
believed that he could distribute Scriptures, 
even though he had lost his right arm in a rail- 
road accident. So he started out in this field 
of service, carrying a small bag filled with por- 
tions and strapped over his shoulder. He did 
not sell the books at a price. He gave them 
to people, who invariably handed him five, ten, 
twenty-five cents, and sometimes so much as a 
dollar for the little books which the Bible So- 
ciety retails for one cent each. In addition to 
the compensation he gets out of this kind of 
work, he receives spiritual blessings and sees 
others receiving spiritual blessing also. Where 
Bibles go, blessings follow. 


A Colporteur’s Report 


The annual report of the Atlantic Agency contains this interesting account of his work by its 
veteran colporteur, Mr. John Gay. 


RSS twenty-eight years and eight months 
I have been in your employ. Financially 
and morally supported by your Society, I have 


* worked as colporteur during all this time, com- 


mending the Bible both to Americans and im- 
migrants from Europe, speaking in ten or 
fifteen languages. During these twenty-eight 
years the Lord has shielded and protected me 


from injury while traveling and while visiting 


_worldly-minded people and unbelievers, whom 


I have often found carousing, drinking and 


gambling, and whose manner of life I was 
compelled to admonish with the Word of God. 
About seventeen years ago I was shot and 
~ dangerously: wounded in the neck and hand; 


. 


and that was only because I firmly declared the 
Word of God to be true and the only source of 
God’s truth for the whole world. 

I have had many experiences to the ef- 
ficiency of the Bible. I have seen it perform 
miracles, as on individuals, so on communities 
and nations. When at one time, as I entered 
a home, I heard bitter quarreling of the man 
and wife, and I saw that they both had their 
suitcases packed and were ready to leave each 
other; and when I saw their two little children 
clinging to their mother, my heart was touched 
at the pitiful scene. I opened the Bible and 
read to them a suitable portion from the New 
Testament. The Word of God was victorious. 
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I requested them to kneel with me in prayer, 
and God heard my prayer. As soon as we 
arose, the man began to unpack his suitcase, 
and finally his wife did the same. They bought 
the very Bible from which I had read to them, 
and are living together as man and wife should. 

In another place I was unmercifully chased 
away when I attempted to visit the home. 
When I came to visit them again, I discovered 
that some good seed had entered their hearts 
from what I said to them as they were ejecting 
me at my first visit. The result was not only 
the conversion of that family, but through 
their influence their home was turned into a 
meetinghouse, where Sunday after Sunday 
the gospel has been proclaimed and hungry 
souls fed with the Bread of Life. 

One incident I can truly call miraculous. 
The man and his wife both were drunk, and 
their conduct, even right in the presence of their 
children, was simply devilish. After some time, 
as I was passing by (for I was really afraid 
to enter the wicked place), the woman invited 
me to come in. She seemed to be more sober 
than usual. The man was just awakening 
from a sleep. I opened the Bible and read to 
them, earnestly and emphasizing the Bible 
teaching against drunkenness. The words 
were effective; for the man gave up his drink- 
ing. I met him again once on the road, and 
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outside enjoying the sunshine of a bright 
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he said: ‘Don’t you know me?’ and I answered, 
‘No. ‘I am the man whom you taught not to 
drink. Now my home is orderly, and we are 
living a good life together.’ : 

A woman of bad reputation, whose life 
was really wicked, refused at first to listen to 
the gospel truth. At the second visit, she 
bought a Bible. Now she is a Christian 
woman, by whose influence a church has been 
organized, and with her parents and neighbors, 
they are living good Christian lives, helping to 
circulate the Holy Scriptures among those with 
whom they come into contact. 

One day I stepped into a yard, around 
which was a group of about twenty dwelling 
houses. All the people, old and young, were 


spring day. As soon as they discovered that 
I was selling Bibles, they began to mock me 
and finally rudely to drive me away from their 
yard. I gave the children some portions and 
went my way. The next time I came there, 
the children eagerly asked me for a ‘little 
Bible,’ and one woman bought a Bible. Now 
there is a Bible in every home on the yard. 

I have had many such experiences, but can- 
not write about them all. But of one thing I 
am fully convinced, and that is, that the Bible 
is more effective for public morals than the 
mayor and the city police. 


Advertising vs. Aid 


RATHER disconcerting letter was _re- 

ceived a few days ago from an earnest 
Christian, who was sincerely disturbed about 
one of our methods. Requesting that the Brste 
Society Recorp be no longer sent her, she 
added: “Any money I may have to give is 
preferably placed where more aid and less ad- 
vertising is done.” 

This letter called for a serious answer, to 
ourselves as well as to our correspondent, to 
the question whether we were giving a wrong 
emphasis in our appeals, or were sacrificing 
service to ways and means. 

There may be many Christians who have a 
rather vague feeling that advertising is not in 
character for a religious organization, but who 
have never either expressed the thought nor 
fully considered the whole question. 

The reply sent to our friend, presented here 
in the main, together with a few additional 
comments, may throw light on the subject: 

We are always sorry when any friend of the Bible 
Society finds it necessary, for any reason, to discon- 


tinue contributing to the work of the Society. This, 
of course, often has to be done, for various reasons. 


We do not, however, like to think of any one discon- 
tinuing support because of any misapprehension. * * * 

Of course, you understand that no one in the Bible 
Society can receive any financial profit. The Society 
is not organized for that purpose, and it could not 
legally pay a profit. It is a missionary organization, 
—therefore, all the money which we receive above the 
cost of publishing the Book and distributing it, and 
conducting the general work of the Society, goes into 
what you would term “aid.” 

Whatever advertising we do is done for one pur- 
pose; namely, to increase the ability of the Society to 
give more aid, both in this country and throughout 
the world. * * * Have you taken into consid- 
eration the fact that the matter of advertising by 
religious organizations has been practically trans- 
formed during the last ten years? This has been 
made necessary by the budget systems adopted by the 
churches, the cutting down of the opportunities for 
presentation of missionary appeals to churches and at 
conventions, and by various features of organized re- 
ligious work, * * The cost of paper, of operat- 
ing and of getting out of a religious “weekly” has 
increased so greatly that the papers must have paid 
advertising from missionary organizations; and the 
history of the development is that the advertising by 
the religious organizations has brought in more than 
enough to justify the expenditure. Where, formerly, | 
a speaker might reach a few hundred people with an _ 
address, the missionary society reaches many thou- ©

sands by an advertisement costing less than the ex- 
penses of a speaker employed for that purpose. 

_ The whole question of advertising by relig- 
10us Organizations is a part of the problem of 
effective modern publicity, which necessarily is 
different from that of even twenty-five years 
ago. A few years ago one would not have put 
his money in a bank that advertised. Today 
one would not put money in one that did not 
advertise, because it would be thought hope- 
lessly behind the times in its business methods. 

For the past three years, the American Bible 
Society has received large amounts annu- 
ally on the annuity basis, almost, if not quite, 
all of which came as a result of advertising 
placed by us in various religious papers. That 
large sum will all be devoted to the fundamental 
spiritual enterprise of Scripture translation, 
publication, and distribution, and it cost the 
Society only about 3 per cent in advertising to 
secure it. That is, for every three dollars spent 
in advertising, we secured one hundred dollars 
for the work. 

Now, if one of our representatives should 
present the work and needs of the Society at a 
Sunday church service, and should receive an 
offeringyof a hundred dollars for the work, we 
would think the arrangement worth while. But 
the proportion of the speaker’s salary added to 
his expenses would certainly amount to more 
than three dollars. Economically, therefore, we 
are confirmed in the conclusion that our ad- 
vertising is a profitable and wise investment. 

From one point of view, the BrsLE Society 
Recorp may be considered advertising. The 
magazine is what business men call a “house 
organ”; that is, a periodical devoted to the pro- 
motion of the interests of the Society. It costs 
several thousands of dollars a year to print and 
mail 30,000 copies of this magazine a month. 
But the constant reactions we receive, as to the 
value of the magazine in stimulating interest 
and in developing cooperation in the work of 
the Society, make us feel that to try to save 
this money and put it directly into the work 
would be unwise and diminish our income. 

Take the recent March Recorp for an ex- 
ample. Over six hundred dollars came in as 
a direct result, not of an appeal, but of the 
opening article on the work among the blind, 
“T Cannot Rest Happy.” Here is a copy of a 
letter that has come from an annuitant : 

Thank you for my annuity check. Since reading 
the March number of the Brste Socrety REcorD, | 
have decided to return the check to you to be used in 
assisting to supply Bibles to the blind. I have two 
good eyes, do not really need the money, and “I can- 
not rest happy,” unless I return the check. 

Here, on the desk, is a letter from a pastor 
in Australia asking for Bible Sunday posters. 
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He has seen our advertisement in the Record of 
Christian Work, and wants the help of our 
material. It will help Bible distribution. 

_So we are confirmed in our belief that a 
right amount of advertising is like seed corn 
for our work. We can eat the seed corn this. 
year, but we will have less corn to eat next 
year. We could put the few thousand “adver- 
tising” dollars into the work of this year, but 
next year we would have less dollars to put in. 

It is not Advertising versus Aid; it is Ad- 
vertising and Aid. It is not “The more we 
advertise, the less we can aid”; it is rather, 
“The more we advertise, the more we can aid.” 


“Bible More Popular Than Best Sellers, 
Library Says” 


(From “The Star,’ Seattle, Washington) 


IHE Bible is more popular than many of 
the so-called best sellers of 1928, Seattle 
librarians say. 

There are fifteen copies of the Bible in the 
circulation room at the central library build- 
ing, and these are in use daily. Most people 
do their reading in the building, however. 

There are three or four men who come into 
the reference room at 9 a. m. daily, take a Bible 
and read straight through the day until 6 p. m., 
librarians have noticed. Of the fifteen copies 
in this room all are used daily. 

Besides the copies in the central building, 
there are others at branch buildings, including 
every edition known, including a Braille Bible 
for the blind, in twenty-one volumes, that 
takes up seven feet of shelf space.

Your letter of the 15th addressed to me at Dela- 
ware, Ohio, is received here. Thank you for the 
sample copy of Proverbs. 

At 
three or four places I placed them on sale with a 
card on which was written “Gospels—A penny each. 
Drop a penny in the box and take a Gospel.” Once 
the box was robbed of about 30 cents. I sold 73 
within an hour on the street in Delaware, Ohio. I 
sold a girl a Gospel of St. John. She soon came run- 
ning after me and asked for a St. Mark’s; she did 
not “attend St. John’s.” he 

During I went to five district Sunday-School 
conventions in Franklin County and sold Gospels and 
Pocket Testament League Testaments. One woman 
considered that the Gospels were made available to 
her in answer to her prayers. She wanted some for 
her Sunday-school scholars and was not able to buy 
anything expensive.

APRIL MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE twelfth stated meeting of the Board 
of Managers in its one hundred and 
twelfth year was held at the Bible House, Astor 
Place, New York, on Thursday, April 5, 1928, 
at 3:30 o’clock p. m., President E. Francis 
Hyde in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by Gen- 
eral Secretary Haven. 
The minutes of the eleventh stated meeting 
of the Board of Managers were approved. 
The following memorial minute on ex-Gov- 
ernor William Hodges Mann was read by the 
Rev. Dr. R. S. Inglis, and adopted by a rising 
vote: 


The Hon. W. H. Mann 


The American Bible Society, of which he was a 
Vice-President, records with sorrow the passing of 
William Hodges Mann, ex-Governor of Virginia. 

Judge Mann, as he was familiarly known among 
his own, was of the highest traditional type of the 
South. Handsome in personal appearance, his bear- 
ing was such as would attract attention as marking a 
man of unusual power and ability. That this was not 
appearance only, but the revelation of a superior char- 
acter has been witnessed to in the innumerable trib- 
utes of the state and national press. Governor Mann 
was born in Williamsburg, Virginia, in 1843. His 
father died while the future governor was still an in- 
fant. His mother married again while he was a young 
‘schoolboy, and moved with him to a new home in 
Brownsburg, Rockbridge County, where he had the 
opportunity of attending an academy until, in his 
fourteenth year with only the foundation of an educa- 
tion, he took up the battle of life alone, with only the 
clothes he wore and $10 in his pockets. 

That he had made good use of his meager oppor- 
tunity for education was eventually manifested. He 
received no further scholastic privileges, but in 1859, 
when still under sixteen years of age, he was ap- 
pointed deputy clerk of Nottoway County. Here he 
laid the foundations of his legal education, which, 
while so largely self-developed, was so thorough that 
in after years, in a long service on the bench, only 
two of his decisions were reversed. 

At the breaking out of the Civil War, when he was 
a little over seventeen years of age, these preparations 
for future usefulness as a citizen were rudely inter- 
rupted. In volunteering for service in the Confed- 
erate Army, he received another kind of training 
through the discipline of military life—such as de- 
veloped forcefulness of character in many citizens of 
the Republic on both sides of the conflict. 

He became a member of Company E, 12th Virginia 
Infantry. For two months in the second year of the 


war he was, without his previous knowledge or con- 
sent, sent back to take the place of the county clerk 
under whom he had served, the clerk himself having 
been commissioned an officer. But, after only two 
months in the civil service, he returned to the Army 
and served to the end of the war. Severely injured 
at the Battle of Seven Pines, he was no longer able 
to endure great physical exertion; but he rendered 
the more dangerous service of scouting, sometimes 
even within the Federal lines around Petersburg. 
Once he was captured—a dangerous position, since 
orders that he be executed, if captured, had been is- 
sued. But he made good an effort to escape. 

From the activities of the field he returned to pri- 
vate life, finished his interrupted studies, and, in 1867, 
attained the goal of his youthful ambition and was 
admitted to the practice of law. At twenty-seven 
years of age he was elected the first judge of Notto- 
way County, and continued for twenty-two years to 
fill with credit the position with which he had been 
so early honored. 

He was a pioneer in temperance reform, a bitter 
and determined enemy of the liquor traffic at a time 
when it took great courage to be so, and when only 
deep-seated conviction could produce such courage. 
As a state senator he was particularly active in the 


effort to eradicate the evils of intemperance and 


ignorance. The so-called Mann Law was the death- 
blow to Virginia’s crossroads groggeries; and a law 
providing for high school education in every magis- 
terial district desiring it, was also due to his deter- 
mined persistence in the cause of general education. 

From early life he was a Christian and connected 
himself with the Presbyterian Church, being an elder 
—technically a ruling elder, but often acting as a 
preaching elder—in that denomination. He was in 
great demand as a speaker at Sunday-school gather- 
ings. 

He came to his end as the ripe sheaf cometh in its 
season. His body was found by his son in his office, 
where it lay as he had fallen asleep. He had at- 
tained the ripe age of four score and four years. He 
was one of the earliest of Virginia’s young men to 
don the gray; he was the last of her governors who 
had worn it. He was the last surviving member of 
the Petersburg Rifle Men. 

The American Bible Society, of which Governor 
Mann’s nephew, Mr. Frank H. Mann, was an honored 
Secretary and is still a member of this Board, desires 
to put in its records its appreciation of this servant 
of God, who served his country, his day, and his 
generation so nobiy, and who gave to this Society the 
honor of his service. 


The minutes of the standing committees were 
presented and approved. 

Actions reported on pages 71 and 72 con- 
cerning the General Secretaries were taken. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of February, 1928: Brazil, 
5,134 volumes, valued at $3,244.83 ; Caribbean, 
90 volumes, valued at $49.37; China, 50 vol- 
umes, valued at $38.36; La Plata, 2,485 vol- 
umes, valued at $1,039.83 ; Upper Andes, 6,839 
volumes, valued at $410.79; West Indies, 458 
volumes, valued at $258.85 ; total volumes, 15,- 
056; total value, $5,042.03. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of February were 390,978 volumes.
